AQ£D EDUCATOB REVISITS OLD 
HOME HERE. 



After an absence of nearly tifty 
years, during which time he had 
made his name revered as an edu- 
cator. Prof. W. S. Giltner. of Cov- 
ington, is visiting Paris, his formei 
home, and renewing acquaintances 
and friendships of the long ago. 

Prof. Giltner, who laughingly 
claims to be "only ninety-three 
years youn;;," h^ld an impromptu 
reception at the offlce of Mayor E. 
B. January yesterday, where he wa^ 
waiMily greeted by many of the 
friends he had known here in tn'? 
long ago. Prof. Giltner taught 
school in Paris in 1853. Since leav- 
ing here he has been at the head of 
notable educatioital institutions, 
among them the school at Eminence 
which was sold some time ago to 
the Odd Fellows for a home for wid- 
ows aad indigent Odd Fellows. He 
stated that in spite of his years he 
haft never been sick a day in hia 
life and had never an ache or a 
pain. Prof. Giltner performed his 
first marriage ceremony at Monte- 
rey, in this county, in 1857. On 
November 24, 1857. he performed 
his first ceremony in Paris, when h.; 
ofTiciated at the wedding of John B. 
Northcutt. v\ho was one of the old 
friends to greet him yesterday. The 
marriage took place in the old resi- 
dence at the corner of Pleasant and 
Eighth streets, then occupied by 
Mr. and Mrs. Jack Hook. Mr. Hook 
operating the livery stable at that 
time. Prof. Giltner called on Mr. 
George W. Davis, Paris' "grand old 
man." and the two had a happy 
time exchanging reminiscences of 
the old days in Paris. He has a won 
derfuUy accurate memory, and his 
hearers were treated to a resume of 
happening in the Paris of two gen- 
trations ai^o. about which many of 
them had but a faint recollection. 
Prof. Giltner will be a guest of 
friends in Paris for several days.

Democratic and Republican 
soldiers fought side by side in the 
war and fell tide by side o-n the 
bnUlefield, and their representa- 
tives should sit side by side and 
speak jointly in providing the hon- 
orarium for the men who bore the 
burden and beat of the dar*
